than De Gaulle him self had. 
Pompidou is expected to make a num ­ 
b e r of changes in De G aulle’s policies, 
including b etter rela tio n s with the United 
S tates and easing of B ritish entry into 
the E uropean Com m on M arket.

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Suprem e 
C ourt repudiated the House of R epresen­ 
ta tiv e s today for b a rrin g Rep. Adam Clay­ 
ton 
Powell from

last C ongress. 
In a 7-1 ruling, the C ourt declared 
C o n g ress has, no right to deny a m em ­ 
b e r-e le c t his seat if he m eets the basic 
qualifications of age, resid en ce and cit­ 
izenship-just as Powell has argued. 


The opinion by C hief Ju stice E arl 
W arren rejected argum ents on behalf 
of the House that e ith er clu m b er of 
C o n g ress has the right to exclude an 
elected m em ber under other provisions 
of th® C onstitution. 
W arren ’s 
opinion 
a lso 
d ism issed 
c la im s that federal c o u rts have no jur­ 
isdiction to intervene in c a se s involving 
C o n g ress and its dealings with m em bers. 


W arren acknowledged that the House 
and Senate have the right to discipline 
m em b ers once they a re seated and even 
to expel them but said of the case in­ 
volving the flam bouant, 60-year-old New 
York D em ocrat: 
“ Since Adam Clayton Pow ell J r. was 


duly elected by the v o te rs of the 16th 
C ongressional 
D istrict 
of New 
York 
H arlem and was not ineligible to serv e 
under any provision of the C onstitution, 
the House was without pow er to exclude 
him from it’s m em b ersh ip .” 


The ruling, one week before the C ourt 
is scheduled to end its term , was ex­ 
pected to arouse a sto rm of criticism 
in C ongress.

The hitherto unnoticed p u rch ase of 140 
a c re s of land southeast of l.om poc by 
convicted stock m anipulator Louis Wolf­ 
son w as one of se v e ra l p u rch a ses by non- 
fa rm e rs that w ill hike p ro p erty taxes for 
sc o re s of bonafide ran c h ers. 
W olfson bought the p ro p erty in F eb ru ­ 
ary 1968 for about $200,000 o r at a level 
substantially higher than the accepted 
m arket value of m ost nearby land. WolJ- 
son is p resen tly serving a one-year p ri­ 
son sentence on conviction of stock m ani­ 
pulation, 
Suprem e C ourt Ju stice Abe 
F o rta s was toppled from his high post 
p a rtia lly as a resu lt of outside in te re sts 
including association with the Wolfson 
Fam ily Foundation. 
The 
Lompoc 
tran sactio n involving 
W olfson cam e to light la st week during 
a routine survey of assessm en t ro lls. 
P ro p e rty tax b ills based on a m assive 
land re a sse ssm e n t will hike the annual 
bite as much as four tim es the cu rren t 
ra te over an a re a stretch in g from High­ 
way 101 to the doorstep of Lom poc. A ^ 
s e sso r officials blam ed the hike on the 
sale of lands at p ric e s rad ically higher 
than could ever be rea lize d for agri­ 
culture productivity. 
Deputy County A ssesso r R obert Chil- 
son began to drop the inflated b ills in 
the m ails last week in a p ro c e s s that will 
take weeks to com plete. 
M ost 
of m etropolitan Lompoc was 
sp ared , according to C hilson except for 
the a re a south of L aurel Avenue and east 
of I S treet, w here a m ild to m oderate 
in c re ase 
in assessm en t will be felt. 


Homes in U niversity P ark cam e through 
unscathed, but ow ners of som e of the 
m ore popular style hom es in C restview 
T e rra c e on the southeast boundary ofthe 
city w ill get a m oderate to strong irw 
c re a se in th eir tax b ills. 
A vast a re a of m ore than 100,000 ac re s 
east and southeast of the city, how ever, 
has been radically re a sse ss e d to reflect 
recen t sa le s. In som e ca se s the value 
of the land for assessm en t purposes 
has been quadrupled, according to Chil­ 
son. 
The 
assessin g and 
re a sse ss in g of 
land is a continual p ro c e ss to keep the 
value consistent with the clim ate of land 
s a le s. Except for land in ag ricu ltu re 
p re s e rv e s the m arket value of land as 
shown by sa le s, is the only b aro m eter 
or y ard stick available, according to Chii- 
son. The p ra c tic e is based on sta te law 
which m andates the use of sa le s levels 
and in som e ca se s the re a l and dem on­ 
stra te d m arket value of the land for a s­ 
se ssm e n t p u rp o ses. 
T h ere have been seven m ajor sa le s of 
land in the Santa H osa Valley and the ad­ 
jacent rea ch es of land enroute to Higtv 
way 101; and six o r seven sm a lle r sa les 
that 
w ere fac to rs in the assessm en t 
hikes. 
In each case the p ric e paid for the 
land was substantially higher than h ere­ 
tofore. Chilson was chary of using the 
term “ speculation” but agreed that som e 
developers w ere obviously buying land in 
anticipation of the construction of Lorn- 
poc Dam and R eserv o ir. 
T h ere was a total of n early 12,000

A portion of W olfson’s p ro p erty front­ 
ing on the 6outh of S anta R osa Road is 
com paratively level but the bulk of it 
is m ountainous, according to to p o g rap h 
ic m aps. S im ilar land had previously 
been a sse sse d as low as $25 an ac re, 
o r one fourth of the estim ated m arket 
value. 


C hilson cited the woman who paid

for acreage

101 and then 
prom ptly put the huge p a rc e l into an 
a g ric u ltu ral p re se rv e . Although the w o 
m an 
lost m oney because of the high 
p ric e she paid for the land, she regain­ 
ed much of it because of the low er tax 
a ssessm en t of the ag ric u ltu re p re se rv e 
sta tu s. 
A nother buyer paid se v e ra l hundred 
thousand d o lla rs for 40-50 a c re s alleged­ 
ly because the p a rc e l contained an his­ 
to ric adobe. The a s s e s s o r declined to 
use the high p ric e p e r a c re as an as­ 
se ssm e n t factor for surrounding land, 
but instead used a p rev io u s reasonable 
offer from another ra n c h er. 


A p u rc h a se r can legally pay as high

repel 1,000 Viet Cong 


SAЮON 
(UPl) — Outnum­ 
bered two-to4>ne in their bigg­ 
est battle of the war, Thai 
soldiers today threw back 1,000 
Viet Cong who tried to over­ 
run their camp east of Saigon. 
Allied H ead ^arters said 111 
guerrillas were killed in the 
tour-hour fight. 
U S. helicopter gunshlps re ­ 
plied quickly to calls for help 
from the Thai battalion com­ 
mander whose men were fight­ 
ing the attackers in hand-to- 
hand combat at the barbed wire 
perim eter 
24 
m iles 
from 
Saigon. 
The copters raked the charg­ 
ing Communist regiment with 
rocket 
and 
machine gun fire 
while Thai artillerym en inside 
the camp leveled their guns and 
fired into the Viet Cong ranks. 
Thai losses were put at six 
killed and six wounded. 
It was the biggest battle of 
the war for any of the 10,000 
troops Thailand has sent to aid 
its South Vietnamese allies, 
m ilitary spokesmen said. 
For the past four days, the 
Communist command has coa- 
centrarfed Its ground forces ag­ 
ainst selected 
allied bases, 
try ii^ to overrun twoU S p ara­ 
trooper camps in the A Shau 
Valley and now hitting closer 
to Saigon 
In a sim ilar but sm aller att­ 
ack today, North Vietnamese 
soldiers firing antitank rockets 
and 
hurling 
satchel charges 
killed 
four 
A m ericans 
and 
wounded seven others on Nul 
Ba Den - Black Widow .Moun­ 
tain 
55 
m iles northwest of 
Saigon. 
Military spokesmen said the 
Communist left two bodies be­ 
hind following their attack on 
a Signal Corps relay station 
atop the mountain, a conical 
shaped peak that juts from the 
flat paddy lands that surround 
it for miles. 
The announcement of the two 
battles accompanied a commu­ 
nique announcing 
that 1,200 
U S Navy officers and enlisted 
men would be anrjong the 25,000 
Americans withdrawn from the 
war rone by the end of August. 
Most of them will come from 
ships from ti»e Mobile River­ 
ine Force in the Mekong Delta, 
from which U S. 9th Infantry 
Division soldiers ride sm aller 
boats into combat in the delta’s 
myriad canals and waterways. 
At least 12,000 of the 9th 
division soldiers will be leav­ 
ing, too, leaving most of the ri­ 
verine operation —one of Am er­ 
ica's showcase aiccesses in Vi- 
etm an —to the South Vietnamese 
Army and Navy. 
Officials said the Communists 
shelled 32 towns and bases over­ 
night. Five rockets aimed for 
Saigon's Tan Son Nbut a ir base 
fell short.

Taxpayers' Association 
predicts tax increase

This would .mean a hike of 26 
cents to 30 cents over the pres­ 
ent S2.32 per $100 of assessed 
Valuation. 
The statement comes after

come under fire at public ses­ 
sions starting Monday, July 7, 
at the County Administration 
Building. 
A 20-cent increase had hit 
pocketbooks 
of county p rc ^ 
erty owners diring this year, 
with an added tax blow being the 
upping of assessed valuations 
throughout many county areas. 
Now notices of further rises 
in assessed valuations are going 
out from the county a sse sso r’s 
office for the coming tax year, 
as valuations are constantly ris­ 
ing to the required 25 per cent 
of cash value. 
A 26-cent or 30-cent county 
tax increase Uiis year along 
with 
higtier 
assessed v alu a­ 
tions in certain areas will cer­ 
tainly be too punishing for many 
property owners to take, it is 
felt. 
The new tax warning from the 
County Taxpayers Assn. has 
com e after a prelim inary state­ 
ment before the Board of Super­ 
visors — when the new budget 
of >46.9 million was given ini- 


tial approval — indicated a tax 
boost of 18 cents, on the basis 
of current assessed valuations. 
Since then, renewed study of 
the 
county's 
financial 
pic­ 
ture, as disclosed by Taxpay­ 
e r s ’ Assn. executive secretary 
Daniel Montoro, shows a ser­ 
ious likely drop in the cash car­ 
ryover account from S2.2 mil­ 
lion last year to possibly no 
m ore than SI.4 million this 
year. 
This could mean another 10 
cents added to the lax levy, on 
top of the 18 cents earlier out­ 
lined.

Eaves J r., who has been con­

Campus preservation 
topic of UC chancellor 


UCSB Chancellor Venwn I. 
Cheadle emphasized the Impor- 
tance of preserving the campus 
community, "th is center osten­ 
sibly of intellectual activity, 
this organization whose struc- 
ture, goals, and strategies are 
under constant criticism " when 
he addressed UCSB’s class of 
1969 in graduation exercises 
Saturday (June 14) afternoon. 
Delivering the m ajor com­ 
mencement address to an estl- 
mated 7,500 per sons at the Cam ­ 
pus Field, Chancellor Cheadle 
said "We must, it seem s, cham ­ 
pion a love for this campus 
and what It slKxild represent; 
namely, the essential eleva­ 
tion of each individual student 
to a proud status in the socie­ 
ty ." 
"How to do th is,’’ he contin­ 
ued, "constitutes the critical 
test of our ingenuity and of our 
faith in one another, inside and 
outside the university," 
Noting that the campus is like 
a living animal requiring "su s­ 
tenance from without and some 
degree of orderliness within,” 
Dr, Cheadle reaffirm ed a state­ 
ment he made a year ago that 
"T his University in effect be- 
longs to all tlw people of this 
S tate," who are represented by 
the Regents. 
He went on to say the Indi­ 
viduals who preside over the un­ 
iversity and the campus also are 
accountable to all the people. 
"Rem em ber, he added, "in th is 
connection that accountability 
truly means accountability — 
m eans being responsible for 
actions taken” 
Such accountability. Chancel­ 
lor Cheadle said, should be con­ 
sidered In term s of the welfare 
of all, rather than an individu­ 
al or a group, 
"C urrent 
o r historical In- 
equalities of whatever nature 
must be faced resolutely and in 
reasonable tim e be fully reduc­ 
e d ," the UCSB Chancellor con­ 
tinued, adding that "any vio­ 
lence Involved in this reduction 
Is likely to be non-productive 
and reg ressiv e." 
No one should entertain the 


notion that l№ has the revealed 
truth, Dr. Cheadle said. "In­ 
deed, all w jr curricula, all our 
courses, all our teaching, all 
our research, all our services, 
should be periodically examined 
in detail to determine whether 
they are responsive to changing 
needs. And students should have 
an important share In these ex­ 
am inations." 
He cautioned "we each must 
be willing to submerge where 
necessary his own interests in 
favor of the welfare of the cam ­ 
pus as a whole. Every legiti­ 
mate part of our total campus 
should have a champion, but the 
championing 
cannot be exer­ 
cised in so exclusive a fashion 
that the whole campus Is des­ 
troyed by lack of coordination," 
Chancellor C l^adle said. 
More than 2600 undergradu­ 
ate and advanced degrees were 
awarded during the cerem onies 
in which student addresses were 
delivered by Susan Gay Powell 
and Robert Timothy Weston.

The building was run 
down, as were the furnishings 
Mariner 
spacecraft 
near Mars 
PASADENA, Calif. OTPIV- 
A m erica’s two M ariner Space­ 
craft now are more than three 
q uarters of the way through 
their voyage to Mars to find 
out whether the planet is csq:- 
able of supporting Earth-like 
life. 
M ariner 6 and 7, launched 
Feb. 24 and .March 24 are ex­ 
pected to fly by Mars at a 
distance of about 2,000 m iles 
on July 30 and Aug. 
4, At 
that time, Mars will be a rel­ 
atively close 60 million miles 
from Earth. 
The key to whether there is 
life on M ars may come from an 
analysis of its atmosphere by 
a device called ultraviolet spec­ 
trom eter. 
Dr. C A. Barthan, principal 
investigator of the experiment, 
says the composition of the 
upper M artian atmosphere can 
provide clues to the age and 
evolution of the planet and the 
environment 
in 
which life 
form s would exist. 
For example, if the M ariner 
spacecraft 
find 
there 
is no 
oxygen in the atmosphere, any 
form s of life on Mars would 
have to develop some means of 
obtaining 
oxygen 
other than 
from the atmosphere. 
If there is no ozoi» layer 
such as Earth has to filter 
out 
deadly 
ultraviolet wave 
lengths, living organism s would 
need special protective coatings 
or would have to live under­ 
ground. 
And a deficiency of nitrogen 
would make it difficult to form 
amino acids considered neces­ 
sary to origin^e life as it is 
known on Earth.

five adults took the time to at­ 
tend the clinic, while m ore than 
2,000 youth participated in the 
Same clinic at another time. 
This type of public support 
cannot help but be blamed for 
the 
Prophet’s eventual pass­ 
ing. 
At 
the present time, there 
are two splinter groups working 
on plans for a sim ilar 
youth 
oriented program to the P ro­ 
phet. 
The first of these two groups 
is the Lompoc Jaycees, who 
are now in the process of in­ 
vestigating the need and feasi­ 
bility of a fulPblown teen and 
youth center in Lompoc. 
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The oUier group is composed 
of the Junior Alf^a Club and Kl- 
wanis Club who are attempting 
to form a Community Action 
Group. The Community Actiai 
Group 
would 
in turn estab- 
lish a drug abuse center along 
the lines of that initiated by the 
Prophet. 
According to Hanstein, the 
Prophet will continue in spirit 
through continuation of Encoun­ 
ter sessions. 
These sessions amount to en­ 
counters between form er drug 
u sers and present drug users, in 
which the form er user tries to 
shake the reasoning behind the 
use of drugs by his opponent. 
These encounter sessions are 
currently being held most Fri­ 
day nights at the Presbyterian 
Church. Expansion of the pro­ 
gram 
is 
planned to include* 
adults, 
teachers, 
and hope­ 
fully, 
school curriculum . "It 
will take a complete community 
effort to get this thing going and 
keep it going. This community 
has got to be made aware of 
d rugs," Hanstein said. 
"Beefing up the police force 
to bust all the users and push­ 
e rs in Lompoc isn’t the answ­ 
e r. The adults and u sers must 
be educated.’’ he added.

HEW declares marijuana use now at 
major epidemic proportion in U.S.

WASHINGTON 
(U P I)-D rug 
abuse in the United States, par­ 
ticularly that involving mariju­ 
ana, has reached epidemic pro­ 
portions, according to the De­ 
partment of Health, Education 
and Welfare. 
In a June newsletter, the de­ 
partment estimated that five 
million to seven million persons 
in the United States have used 
marijuana at least once. But it 
also revealed use of LSD, so- 
called “ acid,” has declined in 
the past two years. 
HEW lists these other drug- 
use statistics: one million per­ 
sons have used non barbiturate 
sedatives, including LSD; 400,- 
000 have used barbiturates and 
amphetamines and 100,000 are 
known narcotics addicts. 
“The total social cost of $541 
million a year,” HEW said. 
Some of the information came 
April 22 in congressional tes­ 
timony by Dr. Stanley F. Yol- 
les, director of the National In­ 
stitute of Mental Health. 
“Marijuana use 
has 
been 
rapidly increasing in the past 
five years,” Yolles said. 
“Although originally restrict­ 
ed to certain jazz musicians, 
artists and ghetto dwellers, it 
has 
now appeared among the 
middle and upper cla ss.” 
A NIMH information sheet on 
marijuana says it is not nar­ 
cotic. It does not cause 
phy­ 
sical dependency as do heroin 
and other narcotics, the pub­ 
lication says. 
“A number of scientists think 
the drug can cause phychologi- 
cal dependency, however, if its 
users take it regularly,” it said. 
Yolles did not use the term 
epidemic in his testimony. But 
a May 15 memorandum from 
MIMH office of Communications 
Director Gerald N. Kurtz tothe 
editors of the HEWG Newsletter

House floor action on 
smoking measure nears 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - Op­ 
ponents of a bill that would 
give 
the 
cigarette 
industry 
another six years of immunity 
from stronger government re­ 
gulation vow a fight this week 
to head off its passage by the 
House. 
On the eve of floor action, 
scheduled Tuesday, there was 
still little indication of the mood 
of the House. 
The 
leadership 
of neither 
party has taken a stand on the 
measure, and President Nixon 
has never delivered apromised 
statement of his position. 
The basic bill would extend 
for six more years a 1965 corv 
gressional prohibition against 
any federal, state or local re­ 
quirement that cigarette adver­ 
tising carry a health warning 
— other than the label warning 
for cigarette packs. 
Another section would require 
a somewhat 
stronger 
health 
warning in place of the one re­ 
quired on the labels of cigarette 
packs. 
The bill’s package warning 
falls short, however, of award­ 
ing the Federal Trade Commis­ 
sion (FTC) has proposed for 
all cigarette labeling and adver­ 
tising if Congress fails to extend 
the 1965 prohibition, due to ex­ 
pire July 1. That warning would 
say cigarette smoking could 
cause death. 
Leading the opposition to the 
extension are five commerce 
Committee 
Democrats 
who, 
while voting against the commit­ 
tee bill for diverse reasons, 
shared 
a 
common concern 
something 
must 
be done 
to 
shield young people from smok­ 
ing appeals. 
The dissidents are Reps. John 
E. Moss of California, Brock 
Adams of Washington, Lionel 
van Weerline of California, Bob 
Eckhardt of Texas and Richard

Quarry pounds partners 
in training for title

MONTICELLO, N.Y. -(N EA) 
— The mementos of Jerry Quar­ 
ry’s savagery are strewn about 
like used adhesive in the small, 
knotty pine ski lodge at Gros- 
singer’s Country Club. 
A 16-ounce glove, split wide 
open with stuffing hanging out, 
lies in a corner of the cubby­ 
hole 
where 
Quarry changes 
clothes. Next to it is a black 
leather 
headpiece, 
its face 
guard bent and twisted to one 
side. And, of course, there is 
Dave Conti, &.5, 240, who says 
he will not spar with Quarry 
any more and who, for the ask­ 
ing, will remove the bandage 
that covers the right side of 
his nose and show the reason 
why. 
There is, observers note, 
little frivolity in Jerry Quar­ 
ry's training camp. While Joe 
Frazier skips rope to soul mus­ 
ic (his own recordings, no less) 
10 miles down Route 17 at the 
Concord Hotel, Quarry has been 
pounding sparring partners into 
submission and, at one point, 
even ran out of them. 
But, his handlers say, there 
is nothing unusual in the way 
he is honing up to fight Frazier 
for the heavyweight champion­ 
ship of five states, and a few 
lesser territories, on June 23 
at 
Madison Square 
Garden. 
Quarry, himself, agrees. 
" I only know how to fight 
one way,” he said, as one of 
his handlers taped his fists for 
another 3 o’clock workout. " I 
come out to punch. I don’t be- 
lieve in holding back at any­ 


time. I give it all I have whettw 
er it’s a regular fight, or just 
sparring. That's my technique. 
I get ready my own way.” 
Getting ready to fight Fra­ 
zier has been easier for Quar­ 
ry than some of his more re- 
cent fights. No longer is he 
suffering 
from the effects of 
broken ankles (the right one, 
four 
times), or broken ribs 
(three of them), or slipped discs 
(only one). Some of these in- 
juries, ironically, have been at­ 
tributed 
directly, 
by 
some 
sources, to the less somber side 
of Jerry Quarry. 
His most recent back injury, 
for example, which left him in a 
cast from the chest down, was 
rumored to have been the re­ 
sult of family frolicking among 
the three Quarry brothers. At a 
victory party after Jerry beat 
Thad Spencer, it was said that 
one of his brothers jubilantly 
pushed him over a pool table and 
into a juke box, spinal cord 
first. 
Quarry, however, bristles at 
such reports. 
"M y brothers and I are very 
close,” he says. "A ll this stuff 
about us fighting amongst our­ 
selves like rowdies is a lot of 
nonsense. We kid around, sure, 
and a couple of times I’ve even 
taken my younger brother into 
the ring with me. But that’s as 
far as it goes.” 
Quarry says he never indulg­ 
es in extra-curricular fighting 
and, in fact, has had only two 
street fights in his entire life, 
"One time a guy hit me over 
the head with a pool stick, 
split my head wide open and 


no one wants it more than Gale.

Sayers lias been coming to 
the class for the 
last

years. Usually, he would start 
around Memorial Day and work 
out until the Bears’ camp be­ 
gan.

Five decades ago the late Roy 
W. Allen opened the first of 
what is now the world’s larg­ 
est chain of franchise drive-in 
restaurants 
with more than 
2,400 locations. 
Using a root beer formula, 
a blend of the juices of 16 
herbs, barks, and berries, Al­ 
len developed a beverage that 
has come to be know world over 
as A&W Root Beer. 
A&W Root Beer was first 
sold by Allen in an outlet in 
Lodi. California on June 20, 
1919. With his first beverage 
stand an immediate success, 
he opened a second one a year 
later in Sacramento, with three 
more soon to follow. 
The name A&W was actually 
born in 1922 when Allen joined 
forces with an employee, Fred 
Wright. Together they opened 
three “ walk-ins” in Houston, 
Texas, 
which were the first 
under the name and trademark 
of A AW. This partnership, how­ 
ever, 
lasted only until 1924 
when Allen bought out Wright’s 
intersts. 
In June, 1950, Allen sold the 
business and all assets of the 
R.W. Allen partnership and cor­ 
poration to Mr. and Mrs. Hurtz 
who formed the A&W Root Beer 
Co. Allen retired shortly there­ 
after. 
Hurtz was president of A&W 
until he relinquished that posi­ 
tion to Francis R. Loetterle in 
1956. Loetterle is currently the 
president of the company. 
With the support of the dir­ 
ectors of the corporation, Loet­ 
terle launched an international 
expansion program in 1956 with 
the company obtained a Master 
License for Canada. The first 
Canadian 
drive-in 
was 
es­ 
tablished that year and today 
has grown to over 160 outlets. 
In April, 1963, the A&W Root 
Beer Co. merged with J. Hun­ 
ger ford Smith, the firm that 
has produced its root beer for­ 
mula since 1921. Then in April 
of 1966 both companies were 
acquired by United Fruit Com­ 
pany, headquartered in Boston. 
As a result, A&W Root Beer 
Co. became a wholly-owned sub­ 
sidiary of U.F.C.

Can it be that the high tide of campus violence is about to 
ebb? 
Available evidence would seem to be against it, what with 
additional schools being swept into the battle and agitation 
now reaching down to the high school level. 
Two well-placed Washington observers, however, have come 
up in recent days with independent but sim ilar predictions 
that, if not an end, at least a sharp tapering off of campus tur­ 
moil may not be long in coming. 
Both Sen. Abraham Ribicoff, D-Conn., fresh from the com­ 
mencement - speaking circuit and campus - roots contact 
with students, and Health, Education and Welfare Secretary 
Robert Finch see quieter times coming. And both offer the 
same basic reason — the waning effectiveness of minority 
extrem ists in manipulating for their own ends the vast and 
increasingly resistant majority of moderate students. 
Finch believes the moderates are beginning to mobilize 
against 
the 
extrem ists. Ribicoff, who believes the campus 
upueavai will leave some good behind in a long-overdue reform 
of the university structure, sees 1969 as a landmark year. “ I 
think you’ll see a waning of SDS (Students for a Democratic 
Society) and other anarchistic societies.” 
This could be merely so much more wishful thinking, with

much worse still to come. SDS, however, seems to be going 
out of its way to give some point to predictions of its decline. 
It is reported in the throes of a leadership struggle between 
two dogmatically opposed factions reflecting, to some extent, 
the Moscow-Peking split in world communism. 
One group, 
with 
Maoist 
sympathies, 
wants to hold to the classic 
Marxist high road to revolution via mobilization of the work­ 
ing classes. The other, Berkeley-based andbelieveingprosper­ 
ous American workers are infertile ground for revolution, 
disagrees to the point that it is in the process of splitting off 
to set up a new organization. 


Although SDSers, who seem to be a pretty humorless lot to 
start with, are not likely to appreciate the joke, there is some 
humor in the spectacle of a power struggle within their ranks. 
In the early days, they prided themselves on being virtually 
leaderless, 
arriving at decisions by some process akin to 
telepathy or intellectual osmosis that obviated the necessity of 
a formal organization. 
In any event, it seem s the young revolutionaries are learning 
the hard way a few of history’s lessons about revolutions — that 
trouble really begins when they become institutionalized and 
that they have a way of devouring their own creators. 


PR, where were you? 


The Department of Defense last Tues­ 
day cut the unbilical cord leading from 
the government’s purse to the Manned 
Orbiting Lab. The events leading up to 
that rather surprising, certainly shock­ 
ing but not so delicate piece of surgery 
will be subject for debate for years. 
Employing a few 
facts available to the 
general 
public and 
projecting them log­ 
ically would lead one 
to conclude that the 
demise of the MOL 
was caused by sev­ 
eral important fact­ 
ors including but not 
to: 
— Increasing pub­ 
lic 
atention to and 
resentment of what is being loosely pres­ 
ented as fantastic waste in the defense 
spending picture. 
— Continuing high cost of waging war 
in Vietnam. 
—The Administrations efforts to get 
more boost per buck out of the nation’s 
space efforts. 
— Lack of public support for the Man­ 
ned Orbiting Lab program. 
The public’s adverse reaction to what 
is presented as government waste and 
the rapidly increasing price the nation 
pays for weapons system s is linked 
to suspicion of the m ilitary and the giant 
industries which serve it. The suspicion, 
always present to a degree, was fueled 
with high octane by former President Eis­ 
enhower when he warned of a growing 
menace he termed the “ military-indus­ 
trial complex.” 
The high costs of running an unpopular 


war in far off Vietnam was perhaps the 
key factor in the decision because it 
pinched the defense budget so severely so 
often that the MOL program and many 
others were repeatedly milked to fin­ 
ance Vietnam. Interestingly, the MOL 
time schedule initially laid out by Presi­ 
dent Johnson in 1965 called for the first 
manned shots from South Vandenberg 
to be taking place just about now. If 
funding stretchouts had not occurred 
and had a few technical and supply 
problems been overcome, the MOL would 
be in an operational mode today. 
The lack of public support for MOL 
is quite simply attributable to the fact 
that few Americans knew very much 
about the MOL and understood even 
less about what it was supposed to do. 
Most Americans viewed the military 
space program as an expensive dupli­ 
cation of the Mercury and Gemini pro­ 
gram s which NASA already had declared 
obsolete and the Apollo program which 
was about to stage its grand finale with 
a moon landing. 
The lack of public support for MOL 
is a fault of the cverly sensitive sec­ 
urity people in the Pentagon who carried 
their classification thinking to such ex­ 
trem es that at times it bordered on the 
ridiculous. 
Construction workers went to an from 
ths site almost at will, select business­ 
men and politicians who hadn’t the slight­ 
est idea of what a security clearance 
meant were taken on conducted tours of 
the site but the press was forever 
barred. 
Public relations personnel for the con­ 
tractors and m ilitary commands some­ 
tim es felt like idiots because they were 
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" Instead of cooking tonight, honey— why don't you call that 
little Chinese restaurant and order us some 'soul food'!" 


instructed not to even admit that such 
a thing as an MOL facility was under 
construction while at the same time any 
interested person could have borrowed 
unclassified detailed plans from con­ 
tractors who had bid on portions of the 
job. 
While DOD was pusing the MOL deep­ 
er and deeper underground and further 
and further away from public under­ 
standing and appreciation, NASA was 
beating its publicity drums around the 
world. There is a Madison Avenue phrase 
that says “ You can’t argue with success” 
and that was the story of NASA’s manned 
program. 
All the world, including Congressmen 
and Senators sitting on the appropriations 
committees and every kid in the corner 
drugstores, knows the nuts and bolts 
of Mercury, Gemini and Apollo— those 
are household words— words that blazed 
a colorful trail into the hearts of Am­ 
ericans everywhere. MOL? A vague 
acronym for a vague program in Cal­ 
ifornia. 
When the Nixon Administration began 
casting about to find out where it could 
respond to the public outcry over gov­ 
ernment spending, it was only a matter 
of time before new eyes began to focus 
on what appeared to be duplication in 
the manned space effort. 
That is not to say that NASA’S manned 
spaced successes caused MOL’s demise, 
but it is to say that when the dollar 
pinch reached the critical point some­ 
thing had to go and it was MOL— not 
the other programs. 
It can’t be said that the MOL died 
from lack of public support but it can 
be said that the program lost a lot of 
forward thrust for want of an adequate 
public relations program.

W ashington calling by Marquis Childs 
Reason needed 


Some men worry about their figures.

WASHINGTON—The conspiracy theory 
to explain away the turbulence on the 
campuses is like a feather bed. You fall 
back into its comfortable embrace with 
no need for the painful prcce'v; of thought. 
That is what certain congressional com­ 
m ittees are about to do in spite of warn­ 
ings in sober commission reports that 
this will serve the cause of the extre­ 
m ists by alienating the moderates. 
From sources with the surest reason 
to know, it can be stated that the theory 
of a communist conspiracy supported 
from abroad is simply untrue. If any 
money has come from Peking or Moscow 
to finance the extrem ist wing ofStudents 
for a Democratic Society the total is so 
small as to be negligible. 
A few students — a better designation 
would 
be 
activists 
masquerading as stu­ 
dents 
— have man­ 
aged to get to Cuba. 
They have had some 
V* 
! . 
training 
there 
in 
guerrilla tactics and, 
further, and probably 
t 


superfluous, indoctri­ 
nation in Maoist ideo­ 
logy — 
superfluous 
since 
they are pro­ 
ficient in parroting the Imperialist, ag­ 
gressor, capitalist invective. The effect 
of this on the total scene is also negli­ 
gible. 
In short, the phenomenon of campus un­ 
rest is so pervasive and so deep-seated 
that the conspiracy theory is wholly ir ­ 
relevant. Recognition of this fact in many 
universities and colleges is bringing ac­ 
knowledgment of the need for authority 
to meet the student challenge and share 
in the decision - making process particu­ 
larly where discipline and punishment 
are involved. Opposition to the Vietnam 
war on almost every campus in the 
country cannot be ignored. 
At Yale an overwhelming majority of 
the senior class signed a petition asking 
that the commencement be dedicated to 
expression of opposition to Vietnam. 
Kingman 
Brewster, 
one of the most- 
far-seeing university heads, agreed to 
break with precedent and invite a speak­ 
er selected by the seniors. Class Secre­ 
tary William Mcllwaine Thompson de­ 
livered a short but stirring address. 
“Today as we leave Yale,” he said, 
“ a sense of frustration and despair 
overwhelms us. On some campuses this 
frustration has reputed into a violence 
which has shocked the American public. 
And yet the same public condones vio­ 
lence abroad in senseless military ac­ 
tion killing thousands of Americans and 
Vietnamese.” 
At the University of Iowa, where com­ 
mencement went off peacefully, the hon­ 
ors graduate chosen as the student 
speaker was Mrs. Laurel HarbourCorn. 
Condemning the war and the failure at 
home to halt the pollution of the environ­ 
ment, she drew warm applause. P resi­ 
dent Howard Bowen is one of a growing 
number of adm inistrators aware of the 
flaws in the traditional academic struc­ 
ture and the long-term reasons for stu­ 
dent discontent. 
One handicap in the series of students 
explosions across the country has been 
the lack of substantial advance intelli­ 
gence that could have defused the time 
bomb. To what extent have the extre­ 
m ists 
coordinated their attacks? How 
nearly are they motivated by the same 
ideology, 
whether 
Maoist, 
anarchist 
or whatever? So many pieces of the stu­ 
dent puzzle are missing that simply to 
push them together into a conspiracy pat­ 
tern is a wishful delusion. 
Here the role of the FBI is in question. 
While this is heresy, 
since J. Edgar 
Hoover’s 
institution 
is a sacred cow 
of sacred 
cows, 
those familiar with 
the training techniques long institutional­ 
ized believe that today’s FBI graduate is 
remote from any understanding of the stu­ 
dent revolt. He is alerted by his train­ 
ing to spot the communism of another 


day when it was formalized in a party 
structure that with party conventions was 
a parody of the American political sys­ 
tem. To be sure, infiltration w asatech- 
nique but it was a technique bearing lit­ 
tle resemblance to the m ass operations 
of the student rebellion. 
Times do change as was seen in the 


French uprising of a year ago, triggered 
by the outburst in the universities. The 
French communist party hacks as Stalin­ 
ist creeps. But the Communist Party 
USA stands as immovable against change 
as the profssional defenders of the cap­ 
italism the party is forever denounc­ 
ing. 
Gus Hall goes as a delegate to the cur­ 
rent Moscow conference of communist 
parties and simply says yes to every 
jot and title of the Moscow script. This 
is a striking contrast with the invasion 
of Czechoslovakia and its disastrous 
consequences. To train the eye 
on 
the Gus Halls is to look backward at a 
museum piece preserved obviously by 
the curators in the Kremlin. 


Milton Eisenhower at a press confer­ 
ence releasing a report on campus un­ 
rest by the National Commission on the 
Causes and Prevention of Violence had 
some wise things to say. He advised 
against hasty legislative measure to re ­ 
press disruption. He urged university 
authorities to solve the problem of keep­ 
ing order by drawing up guidelines for 
reasonable protest in cooperation with 
moderate students. Those words of wis­ 
dom corning from one who for 11 years 
presided over a great university should 
be written up large in the halls of every 
legislative body.

points out that with more 
than 31 million names in its m aster in­ 
dex even somewhat unusual names may 
be duplicated many times. 
While there are only 10 veterans with 
the name Abraham Lincoln, the VA file 
contains 1,640 Robert E. Lees. There 
are 44 Ulysses S. Grants and 
496 
George Washingtons. 
Webster 
warns that with more than 
95 million pieces of mail being re­ 
ceived 
a year, the VA needs positive 
identifying information in inquiries from 
veterans and dependents. To help the 
agency respond promptly, Webster urg­ 
es veterans and dependents always 
to 
include the veteran’s 
full name and 
file number.
